EXECUTION OF 400 
BY CHINESE REPORTED 


Koreans and Formosans Al- 
leged to Have Plotted 
Uprising in Southern 
Metropolis — Civilians 
Flee From Hankow. 


By the Associeted Press, 
CANTON, China, June 9.—Jap- 
anese planes bombed the vicinity 
of Canton and neighboring railway 
stations today for the thirteenth 


consecutive day. 
The raiders attacked three rail- 
way stations in the vicinity, but 


dropped no bombs on the shattered 
South China metropolis, where they 
encountered anti-aircraft fire. 

The stations were Yingtak on the 
Canton-Hankow line, Sheklung on 
the Canton-Kowloon line that feeds 
China war supplies from the un- 
bleckaded British port of Hong- 
kong, and Shiukwan. 

The Sheklung bombing at 9 a. m, 
smashed locomotives and coaches 
of a train but the crew and pas- 
sengers escaped. 

Chinese soldiers opened fire with 
rifles when one of the planes flew 
low several times over Shameen, 
the International Settlement, but 
the firing was without effect. The 

. pilot apparently suspected Chinese 
planes might be lurking about Can- 
ton to repel future attacks. 

While the war-depleted populace 
nervously scanned the skies for a 
continuation of the attacks which 
have killed or wounded 8000 persons 
since May 28, it was reported unof- 
ficially that Canton authorities in 
recent weeks executed 400 alleged 

. traitors, including Permosans and 
Koreans. 

A large quantity of hand grenades 
was said to have been seized and 
an internal uprising thwarted. 

One theory advanced was that 
Japans bombing attacks were the 
result of the thwarted plot, though 
military authorities viewed the 
raids as an effort to paralyze this 
South China center of rail com- 
munications and halt the flow of 
munitions to the Chinese front. 

Hight foreign doctors published 
a statement denying previous Jap- 
anese assertions that most of the 
easualties in Canton were caused 
dy anti-aircraft fire. 

The statement also said: “It is 
our firm conviction that Japanese 
military forces have determined to 
destroy the people of Canton and 

their public and private buildings.”

Mrs. Davidson, 20 years old, re- 
sided with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Harvey Brewer, on Mikel 
avenue in Maryland Heights. Last 
June, while West was still in the 
penitentiary at Jefferson City, she 
married Carl Davidson, who resides 
at 10225 Niblic drive, Overland, with 
his parents. They had lived apart 
at first because of Davidson’s un- 
employment, and lately, after he 
obtained a W P A job, because of 
threats. 
. His Story of Shooting. 
With her uncle and Kenneth Bud- 
demeyer of Bland, Mo., both guests 
at the home of her parents, Mrs. 
Davidson drove last evening to the 
home of her aunt and uncié, Mr. 
and Mrs. Leslie Back, on Lackland 
avenue, east of Lindbergh boule- 
vard, where the shooting occurred. 
As they were leaving thé home of 
her parents, about 5:30 o'clock, 
West approached the automobile. 
Mrs. Davidson told him she was go- 
ing to visit relatives and would re- 
turn in 15 minutes. 

“She didn’t come back when she 
said she would,” West told deputy 


from my cousin and.I went to my 
father’s house and borrowed his 
shotgun. ~ I told him. I was going 
to hunt squirrels. He only gave me 
two shells, claimed that was all he 
had. Im sorry I didn't have more 
shells. There would have béen more 
shooting. 

“When I drove over to where she 
was I saw her sitting in the auto- 
mobile with this Buddemeyer. I 
wanted her to stop going with other 
boys and I thought he was just an- 
other boy. So I shot her and went 


reloading as I went. 


“It Was His Own Fault.” 

“I was going to shoot her again 
to make sure she was dead. Then 
her uncle came running toward me 
and I told him to stay where he 
was, or I would shoot. He kept 
coming, so I shot him. It was his 
own fault for not staying away.” 

Buddemeyer, seeing, West ap- 
proach the automobile with the 
shotgun, jumped from the car and 
ran toward the house crying, He's 
going to shoot!” 

West, standing beside the auto- 
mobile, shot Mrs. Davidson as she 
crouched behind the steering wheel. 
The charge struck the right side of 
her head. 

Bunton, running out of the house, 
called Don't do that,” and West 
leveled the shotgun at him. From 
a distance of less than 10 feet, the 
width of the ‘driveway, West fired 
at Bunton, who had crouched down, 
attempting to shield his face with 
his arms. The charge tore away 
part of his left hand, severely 
wounded his t, and entered his 
chest. 

Bunton was taken to the St. Louis 
County Hospital. A gold miner, 48 
years old, he came here Mon- 
day from Sacramento, Cal.., to 
visit Mrs. Davidson's‘ parents: Bud- 
demeyer, a friend of the Brewer 
family, came here from his home 
in Bland, Tuesday, seeking employ- 
ment.

Badge at Luncheon at 
Training School. 


James Heidenry received a gold 
badge yesterday for serving 50 


in the Fire Department. The; 


ward was made at a luncheon 
attended by 250 firemen at the de- 
ent’s training school, Elev- 
enth and Spruce streets, 
Heidenry is the son of a fireman, 
pis father, Conrad Heidenry, hav- 
„ene 47 years until his death 
in 1907, Despite his age of 7 


James Heidenry is a vigor- 


ous man and plans to continue in 
service. He is the oldest fireman 
on active duty. He joined the de- 

nt as a pipeman and two 

later was assigned to drive 
the horses which pulled the old 
fire engines. He continued at this 


Fork until he was made a stoker 


on an engine 13 years later. 

Modern improvements have made 
fire fighting faster and more 
efficient, Heidenry told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, but firemen 
were able to get to fires in remark- 
able time in the early days. “We 
kept steam up constantly in the 
bollers of the engines,” he said, 
“and we were able to get out of 
the station about 15 seconds after 
the alarm sounded.” 

Alarm Boxes in Former Days. 

Alarm boxes then in use were 
the cause of much of their trouble, 
Heidenry recalled. “The old alarm 
boxes used to be lock boxes and 
many times persons wishing to re- 

a fire could not find the key 
until the fire had a good start.” 

The first four-alarm fire in St. 
Louis, he said, was the Richardson 
Drug Co. fire at Fourth and Spruce 
streets, on New Year’s day, 1889. 
‘It was the cleanest fire I ever 
saw,” he said. “The walls were a 
solid sheet of flame and the wooden 
framework crumbled in a very 
short time.” 

Among the other fires which 
Heidenry fought was the Missouri 
Athletic Club fire in 1914, in which 
more than 30 persons lost their 
lives. His engine company spent 
14 hours at their hoses during 
the fire, he said. 

He did not see the fire which de- 
stroyed the Southern Hotel] in 1877 
and which his father helped to 
fight, “I was at home in bed at 
the time,” he said. 


Engineer, Then a Pipeman. 
After he had served as driver 


and stoker for 16 years, he was 


promoted-to the position of engi- 
neer, which he held as long as the 
old steam engines were in use. 
Since 1926 he has been a pipeman, 
one who aids in holding the hose 
nozzle directed at the flames, 
has rarely been hurt, he said, 
of his three bad accidents com- 
ing a month apart a year ago.

According to the latest club 
census, the St. Louis.

The more you consider the sta- 
tistical facts about the Cardinal 
farm system, the more amazing 
the situation becomes. Undoubt- 
edly, thousands of players have 
been sent through the hopper in 
recent years, players who when 
first signed were good enough for 
Class D competition and consid- 
ered potential major league pros- 
pects.

to the seller. 

The other drastic reform con- 
tained in the bill is a provision for- 
bidding the seller to recover pos- 
session of goods on which payment 
is owing when one-third of the pur- 
chase price has been paid except 
by a suit ‘in the County Court 
where the purchaser lives or carries 
on business, or did live or carry on 
business at the time of the last 
payment. 

Limit on Amount Involved. 

The provisions of the bill apply 
to the installment sale of livestock 
where the purchase price is not 
more than $2500; to the sale of au- 
tomobiles or accessories where the. 
purchase price does not exceed $250; 
and in the case \of other goods, 
where the purchase price is not 
more than $500. 

Miss Wilkinson is one of the few 
woman members of Parliament who 
has obtained the passage of what 
is called “a private member's bill,” 
as distinct from a bill introduced 
by the Government.

They Eat for $25 a Month. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WAS interested in seeing your story 

in Pictures concerning the family 
feeding on $8.75 per week. Our family 
failed to shed a tear. 

We live in a fairly réspectable neigh- 

ractically all residents be 
college untes and used, to an extent, 
to the ter things of life, in so far as 
we can pay for them through honest en- 
dea vor. 

Some neighbors dropped in last night, 
atid your story came up for discussion. 
Several of them, with comparable sized 
families, admitted eating on less than 335 
per month. There are, of course, quite a 
number with plenty of — who spend 
much more. 

Our family consists of e adults and 
two children. We all eat well and have 
plenty. No sacrifice is made as to rea- 
sonable quality or quantity. This does 
involve careful shopping, but may I 
hatard the guess that relief families 
have more time for careful shopping? 

We live on a budget and spend $25 
per month for food—and get no wind- 
falls in the form of food from the Fedéral 
Surplus Commodities Corporation. If we 
had a plethora of money, we'd probably 
spend more for food. We can't spend 
more, however, for we have to pay in- 
come tax, sales tax, contribute to char- 
ity and pay the social “insecurity” tax. 

We oust, BS windfall orangés. Wé 
could buy ernia oranges at 40 cents 
a dozen that are dyed and waxed, but 
we buy Texas oranges at 20 cents a 
dozen, thus foregoing the esthetic appeal 
of the California oranges, but by actual 
test we get as much juice. 

We use only the best unsalted butter. 
We buy premium milk and cream. Every 
now and then we break away from the 
monotony of choice grades of meat and 
buy prime. We have plenty of fresh 
fruite and vegetables. We seldom buy 
strawberries at 30 cents a quart, but 
at 15 cents a quart we eat bowlsful 
fieating in thick Jersey cream. We eat 


practically no bread, potatoes, rice or 


cabbage, for they are either distasteful 
or too fattening. 

Personally, I’m a bit annoyed when I 
try to do the best for my family. Have 
worked hard for 15 years, paid all my 
bills, paid for life insurance, paid all sorts, 
kinds and varieties of taxes; and then 
you publish an article showing that my 
family doesn’t even have the advantages 
of a destitute family. 

As to the typical lunch of ¢abbage, 
rice, unwindfall potatoes and coffee, it's 
terribly out of balance. I'll agree to eat at 
‘their kitchen table if I couldn’t get a bet- 
ter lunch on $35 per month, minus the 
‘windfalls. 

I believe all this relief business is nur- 
‘turing a slovenly people. Relief is be- 
‘ginning to appeal to me. Why should I 
work and worry when I can go on relief, 
with no work, no Worry and moré world-

The Defective Food and Drug Bill 


Amendment inserted by House committee so weakens pending health measure that 
even present antiquated act is preferable, says pharmacology professor; injunc- 
tion provision would tie hands of Government in seeking to protect public against 
fraud and injury, he adds; urges joint committee either to modify or kill the bill.

HE long struggle to protect the Ameri- 

can people against dangerous and mis- 

branded drugs, adulterated foods, harm- 
ful therapeutic devices and poisonous cos- 
metics will be in jeopardy if the food, drug 
and cosmetic bill, which has been passed by 
the House of Representatives, becomes law. 
Those who are sincerely interested in the 
public welfare will demand that this bill be 
modified or killed, 

There are many weaknesses in the Food 
and Drug Act of 1906, which is still in force, 
but it would be better to continue under 
such protection as it affords than to sub- 
stitute for it an act which slows rather 
than speeds up effective protection against 


_the ignorant or unscrupulous exploitation of 


adulterated foods and dangerous drugs. 

For obvious reasons, the public cannot 
hope or be expected to detect adulteration 
in foods, or to know the harmful possibili- 
ties of certain drugs and cosmetics. The 
bill which the House passed is.supposed to 
protect the public in these matters. As it 
was originally drawn and adopted by the 
Senate last year, it went far toward accom-, 
plishing this purpose, But the House Com- 
mittee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
has so amended the bill that as passed by 
the House it may very possibly defeat the 


“end which it is intended to serve, 
= -; * * 


This amended bill largely nullifies its good 
intentions by giving the ignorant and the 
unscrupulous the right to institute in junc- 
tion proceedings in the United States dis- 
trict courts; That is, any person who may 
be adversely affected by an order of the 
Secretary of Agriculture (acting as admin- 
istrator under the provisions of the pro- 
posed law) may now ask that the order be 
enjoined by one or another of the 83 4 
trict courts. 

The court is ee to review ‘ine 
proceedings and the record on which the om 


der was based, to restrain the Secretary of 


Agriculture from putting such order into 
effect and to direct the Secretary to take 
whatever further action the court may think 
justice requires. Thus the hands of those 
who administer the act may be tied. 

By means of injunction, the administration 
of its provisions can be brought to a dead 
stop, no matter how urgent the need of 
prompt action may be to protect the public 
against the distribution of a dangerous or 
fraudulent preparation. While the court is 
deliberating upon an order of the Secretary 
of Agriculture, presumably there is nothing 
to prevent the continued distribution of 
highly suspect drugs, foods or cosmetics. 

This provision disregards the American 


practice of placing such regulatory tasks in 


the hands of specialized bodies 
having limited judicial authority and of pro- 
tecting the rights of defendants by allowing 
appeals from such bodies direct to the Unit- 
ed States Courts of Appeal. There has re- 
cently been much discussion of the wisdom 
of this kind of regulatory machinery. But 
despite certain abuses of 
Court has confirmed it as a practical method 


it, the Supreme 


The Supreme Court, furthermore, has re- 
cently taken steps to make sure that the use 
of this machinery shall not involve a denial 
of justicé and fair treatment to the affected 
parties. The bill passed by the House there- 
fore disregards approved methods of regu- 
lation and gives to any manufacturer or dis- 
tributor of the products which come under 
the bill the power to delay and frustrate the 
will of the legislative branch of the Gov- 
ernment. 

But for these nullifying legal provisions, 
the bill might be recommended as a marked 
improvement over the old Wiley Food and 
Drug Act, which is now in force. It, broad- 
ens the effect of the existing law by bring- 
ing both cosmeti¢s and therapeutic devices 
under control.

Gravy Best Known. 

No. 1 sauce in most households 
is gravy made from the drippings 
of meat. To make a good gravy, the 
first essential is the right propor- 


| tion of the three ingredients kat, 


flour and liquid. For every cup of 
gravy there should be two table- 
spoons of fat, from one and one- 
half to two tablespoons of flour 
and one cup of milk, water or di- 
luted meat stock. 

Fat from the meat usually makes 
up most of the drippings from a 
roast cooked in an open pan. But 
when meat is cooked in a covered 
pan, as a pot roast, there is gener- 
ally more meat stock than fat, In 


fat to have the proportion of fat 
to flour and liquid given above. 
Skim off excess fat and save it for 
some other purpose. Too much fat 
in a gravy will separate and give 
the gravy an oily appearance. 

First step after skimming, in 
mixing gravy, is blending flour 
and fat. Do this thoroughly to 
separate the starch grains and thus 
discourage lumping; Also, this 
mixing of the flour well with the 
fat will help bind the mixture so 
that it won’t separate on further 
cooking. 

To get a “browner” flavor. in the 
gravy, either let the fat and flour 
brown a little before adding the 
liquid, or use browned flour from 
the start. Browned flour does not 
have so much thickening power 
as ordinary flour, so it will be nec- 
essary to increase the amount of 
it somewhat. 

Another important point in mak- 
ing gravy that’s sure to be smooth 
is adding the liquid cold or luke- 
warm. This way there is time to 
stir the blended flour and fat into 
the mixture before it gets hot. But 
if liquid is added hot, the starch 
granules may cook rapidly, before 
the grains are separated, and 
lumpy gravy results. Stir the gravy 
constantly while adding the liquid 
and while it is thickening. Then 
cook it long enough so that there 
will be no taste of raw starch. 

Whether milk or water is used 
as the liquid in a gravy depends 
upon individual preferences. To 
most cooks, drippings from a lamb, 
beef or pork roast seem to taste 
better with water. And many home- 
makers prefer milk in gravy from 
fried chicken or pork chops,

bones in this cut which make it 
difficult to carve. Now the re- 


tailers have found a. way to change 
it into a boneless’ roast ‘which ‘is. 
highly desirable. 

The ham end cuts of two pork 
loins are used to make this roast. 
The bones dre removed and the 
two cuts of meat are placed side 
by side and tied together, to make 
the compact roll shown in the Pie: 
ture. 

These sirloin pork roasts will 
weigh from two to four pounds and 
so they are just the right size for 
the average and the smaller than 
average family. They are easy to 
carve and they possess all the 
tenderness, the rich flavor, and 
high food value which makes loin 
of pork one of the finest of meats. 

The sirloin roast is prepared like 
any other roast of pork, and there 
are many tempting ways to serve 
it. 

Sirloin Pork Roast With Rose 

Apples. 

One sirloin pork roast. 

Six or eight tart apples, medium 
size. 

One cup red cinnamon candies. 

Two cups sugar. 

One cup water. 

Salt and pepper. 

Have the sirloin pork roast pre- 
pared at market as described above. 
Wipe it with a damp cloth and sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Place it 
on a rack in an open roasting pan 
without adding any water, pea 
in a slow oven (300 degrees), al- 
lowing 30 to 35 minutes to the 
pound. If you use a roast meat 
thermometer, the roast is done 
when the thermometer registers 
185 degrees. , 

In the meantime, pare and core 
the apples. Make a syrup by cook- 
ing cinnamon candies, sugar and 
water together. Cook until the 


syrup spins a thread. Simmer the 


apples in this syrup until they are 
tender and a bright red. Turn 
them often but be careful not to 
break them. ‘Place the roast in 
the center of a large platter and 
arrange the rose apples in a border 
around it. Garnish with sprig of 
water cress in each apple. 


Sirloin Pork Roast With Dan 
lings.

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The dough is placed in the warm 
greased bowl, rolled over inside, 
covered with a single paper towel, 


and put in a warm place to rise. 


When the dough has doubled in 
bulk (the first rising takes about 
25: minutes), turn it under. Let it 
rise again until it has once more 
doubled in bulk (this takes 15 to 
20 minutes), then turn it. under 
again. The next step is to turn the 
dough under a third time and then 
to shape the dought into rolls. 

Shaping the Rolls. 
When the dough is ready to 
shape, transfer A portion of it to 
the cutting board, which has been 
slightly greased with melted. fat, 
Cut the dough into uniform pieces 
of the desired size, allow them to 
stand for a few minutes, then shape 
them in one of the following ways: 
If pecan rolls are to be made, 
make them before the plain rolls, 
because sweet rolls take longer to 
rise and longer to bake. 


Bun-Shaped Rolls. 
Shape the pieces into balls, han- 


dung the dough as lightly as pos- 


sible. Place each ball in a sec- 
tion of a muffin pan containing 


about one-quarter teaspoon of melt- 


ed fat (butter, lard, or a mixture of 
the two), rolling it over so that the 
entire ball is greased. 
Bowknot Rolls or Rosettes. 
Stretch the dough until it is one- 
quarter inch thick, then cut it into 


strips about six inches long and 


from one-half to three-quarters 
inch wide. Loosely tie.the strips 
into knots, bringing one end 
through the center and the other 
over the side. Place them in a 
slightly greased muffin pan or on 
a greased baking sheet. Brush the 
surface of the rolls with melted fat. 
Fan-Tan Rolls. 

Roll the dough into a piece a little 
less than one-fourth inch thick, and 
cut it with a small biscuit cutter. 
Brush each biscuit with melted but- 
ter, then stack four biscuits together

Let the rolls rise until they are 
light and springy (this is usually 
when they have about doubled in 
bulk) before putting them into the 
oven. 


Baking. 5 
Bake the rolls in a hot oven, 400 
degrees Fahrenheit, for about 12 
minutes. If they become too brown 


with a piece of brown paper. To 
make sure of a tender crust, put 
a pan of water in the oven, taking 
care that the rolls are not placed 
directly over the water. When the 
rolls are done, they are golden 
brown in color and sound hollow 
when tapped. Remove the rolls from 
the pan immediately after taking 
them from the oven, brush them 
with melted fat, and put them on 
racks to cool.

—Certificates Awarded. 


The visitor to the home of Mrs. 
Margaret Ferguson, 6121 Washing- 
ton avenue, is impressed by its re- 
markable cleanliness, ‘but other and 


as diligent St. Louis housekeepers 
might properly resent comparisons 


than 16 maids. 

This unusual array of housemaids, 
(statistically, two for each room) 
was brought into the house under 
an arrangement whereby the resi- 
dence serves as a laboratory for a 
new W P A training school for 
maids for which the Federal Gov- 
ernment has allotted $25,000 in St. 
Louis. The first group of maids 
to receive the instruction is about 
half way through the 10-week 
eourse. 

Selected from the relief rolls 
after careful consideration as to in- 
telligence, personality and general 
suitability for domestic service, 15 
of the young women are paid $25 
a month to attend the school for 
thorough training in all that a maid 
is expected to know. The sixteenth 
student was referred to the WPA 
by the T. W. C. A. and is not com- 
pensated for her attendance. 

Certificates Are Awarded, . 

The director of the school, Mrs. 
Patti Moulton, a home economist 
who formerly was a public school 
teacher, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter who visited the house yes- 
terday that about 20 women had 
inquired about employing girls after 
they have received certificates 
marking successful completion of 
the course. 

With L. E. Greathouse, District 
W P A Director, and several mem- 
bers of his staff who have super- 
vision of work for women in the 
Federal work relief program, the 
reporter and a photographer were 
guests at a luncheon prepared by 
the students. There was a single 
reservation to the hospitality, the 
visitors paying a moderate price for 
their meals as required by Go 
ment regulation. ' 

At a ring of the doorbell, ‘the door 
was opened by one of the maids 
who wore the neat gray student 
uniform with a white apron. In a 
practiced tone she invited the vis- 
itors in and they began an inspec- 
tion of activities.

A brief dis- 
cussion starts the day before the 
students separate, in groups of four 
to their assigned jtasks. One group 
does the downstairs housework, an- 
other the upstairs cleaning, the 
third the cooking and the fourth 
the laundering—rotating assign- 
ments from week to week. : 

The four whe cook have the: 
pleasure of eating their handiwork, 
served by one of the maids of the 
downstairs group. The others pre- 
pare their own meals with food 
which they provide. The Federal
